MEXICO AND FUTURE MEXICAN RACING. 

New' York. SeptemlM*r ir». John G. Follansh(*e. 
wlio recently landed in New York from Chihii.ihiia. 
lM*Iieves there will he giMxl raring at the City of 
-Mexico hefore many years. The jieople of .Mexico 
want the siMirt iind the City of .Mexico, with its 
wealthy iHipulatioii of nearly, if not ipiite. Jno.iHHi 
inhahitants. is i-ompetent to support first t hiss rae 
iiig. 

During the last ten or fifteen years hundreds of 
thoroughbred mares and stallions have been shippi*d 
over the Rio tirande and they are slowly esiahlish- 
ing a hri*i*d of .Mexican Hioroughbreds. .Mr. FoUnns- 
Ik'c believes that fine racing can In* built up in The 
t iry of .Mexico by Mexicans themselves. 

But nottiiiig. lie thinks, would kill the clmiice of 
doing anything quicker than au effort on the part 
of the outside adventurers to exjilolt Mexico to their 
own advantages, as several -American cities have 
been exploited i»v other than loi*al interests. 

The only possihle way to firmly establish racing 
anywhere is by intori*sting l(H*al <*apital and. local 
pride. The.y have some racing of the bush varietv 
In .Mexican towns throughout the year and the i>eopl’e 
eii.ioy the sport hugely. The Mexicans are invet- 
erate gamblers. They like to keep their money 
going, and when they cannot circulate it ttirough 
the medium of racing, the.v do so by cock fighting. 

WILD STORIES ABOUT NEW ORLEANS RACING. 

Till* list of various “news” despatches fi*oui New 
Orleans declares that the City Park and Fair Groniuls 
race coursi*s. when they open the first week in Di*- 
icmher under the “memory system.” will he oper 
ated through holding comi>anies controlled exclusively 
by liM-al capital, was the siatement made tialay by 
a party interested iu lx>th tracks. Il is stateil that 
most of the bxal men who own stoi*k iti the .iockey 
eluiis were of tlie opinion that it was necessar.v 
for raeiipi to be purely a lo<*al proiiosifiou next 
winter in order for it to even attain the success in 
previous .years. It is said tbar when the two .iivckey 
clubs are rinrganized. that the otticers w’ill all lx? 
loi*al men. and that the tracks would Ik* loi'al en- 
terprises in every sense. 

Tlie “lo<*al men in control” idea is inire fiction 
and prohahly comes from President Heuslip. Mr. 
T'orrigan. who xvas iu Chicago yesterda.v. did not 
know anything about turning over what interest lie 
lias in City Park to any New Orleans p<H>nle ami 
did not believe that there was any truth in tliat 
part of the New Orleans story. Mr. Corrigan knows 
nothing definite as yet about New Orleans racing 
to conn*, blit said that there will be racing tlieix* 
without doubt. 

MORE STAKES FOR SANTA ANITA. 

Dr. J. S. Gardner, iiiauager of the Los Angeles 
Racin.g -AssiH-iation. arrived in the city yosterday 
to transact some private business. Discussing Cali- 
foriiiu racing for next winter, -Mr. Gardner pre- 
dii-ted that it would lie the greatest season ever 
cxperienciHi by the coast tracks. “Our chief con- 
cern for the pre.sent.” said .Mr. Gardner, “is to can* 
for all the horsonien that have expressed their wil- 
lingness to race in C.alifornia this w’inter. In the 
absence of definite new's regarding the probable 
oiieuing of the New' Orleans trucks, many horsouicn 
are iilanning for a California campaign. Their in- 
creased numbers will serve to bring to the coast 
the best horses in training and insure splendid rac- 
ing. The additional nnmlier of race-goers that will 
lx* on hand from eastern rxiliits will increase the 
revenues of tin* associations to a great extent, but 
a giMxlly ixHtion of the money will Iw turnoil back 
to borsenien in addml money and luirse offerings. 
The .Santa Anita track will add six stakes to its 
former list of fourteen. Thev will probablv range 
in value from $l..A0o to and be eoiidit ioiied 

so as to attract a goml list of entries. Some of Hie 
overnight races will also have Increased values.”
